PRESENT LIC CHURCH IN ENGLAND. ; 
‘The following Paper is copied from the Maidstone Christian 

Instructor, of June, 1 

“The Roman Catholic church in this coun- 
try is under the superintendence of the congrega- 
tion De Propaganda Fide, a standing commit- 
tee at Rome for the conversion of heathen na- 
tions. ‘The clergy here are regarded as mission- 
aries; each of the stations they occupy is deno- 
minated a mission; and all are included in the 
phrase ‘the whole mission in England? In Ire- 
jand there are bishops and priests; but in Eng- 
Jand there has not been aay regular Romish hi- 
erarchy in the last two centuries. The church 
is governed by four superiors, denominated Vi- 
cars Apostolic, who are appointed by the Pope, 
and removable at his pleasure. Every Vicar 
Apostolic is a Bishop in rank, possessing a nom- 
inal diocese; but he does not exercise episcopa 
authority over any British see. Thus, Dr. Poyn- 
ter, the Vicar Apostolic of the London district, 
is the Bishop of Halia; Dr. Collingridge, Vicar 
Apostolic of the western district, is the Bishop 
of Thespia; Dr. Smith, the Vicar Apostolic of 
the northern district, is the Bishop of Balina; 
and the new Vicar Apostolic of the midland dis- 
trict, whose name, we believe, is Dr. Walsh, is 
Bishop of Cambysopolis. Every Vicar Apostol- 
ic has his Coadjutor, who is also a titular bishop ; 
and several other prelates reside in England, to 

whom no special offices appear to be assigned. 
“Though the English Romanists number 
among them many persons of exalted rank and 
of extensive possessions, the leaders of their 
church complain bitterly of the difficulty of main- 
taining their religious institutions, providing 
for their clergy, and erecting their chapels. It

“This catalogue does not include the 
whole number of Roman Catholic clergymen 
resident in this country: some are incidentally 
mentioned in different parts of the Laity’s Direc- 
tory, whose names do not occur in the list of 
chaplains. 

“Whether the Roman Catholic religion is, or 
is not, making progress in this country, is a 
question very frequently agitated, but one which 
it is very difficult to decide. There is reason to 
think, that in London the number of professed 
Catholics has increased materially. The regis- 
ter of baptisms in their ten principal chapels in 
the metropolis, exhibits a regular progression 
during the last five years; in 1822, the number 
was 2376; the next year 2696; then 2992; 
then 3225; and in 1826, 3499. Now if we 
calculate thirty persons to a birth, which is gen- 
erally reckoned a tolerably fair estimate, we 
shall rate the whole Catholic population con- 
nected with those ten chapels at 71,280 in 1822, 
and in 1826 at 104,970. The representation 
given by the Roman Catholics themselves is, 
that the increase is very considerable. But it 
appears that the increase in the number of chap- 
els of late years has been but small, and the 
writer cannot divest himself of the idea, that it is 
rather from accessions from Ireland, than from 
conversions in England, that the increase arises. 
It appears to be the greatest in that part of the 
country which is most exposed to visits from our 
western neighbours. ‘There is no instance,’ 
we are told, ‘in which the rapid increase of those 
professing the Catholic religion can produce 
greater surprise and satisfaction, than in the 
town of Liverpool. From accurate calculation, 
there are now more than 33,000 Catholics resi- 





appears that in the beginning of the French Re- 
yolution, a consilerable sum, which belonged to 
the mission in this country, but which had been 
deposited in the French funds, with a view to its 
security, was confiscated in common with all oth- 
er British property in France. ‘The privation of 
these funds,’ says Bishop Poynter, ‘ has been se- 
verely felt by all the missions in England, and 
most particularly by the mission in the London 
district. Weare still deprived of them; and the 
consequent want of clergy is daily increasing, 
while the congregations are growing more nu- 
merous; and even if the whole of the property 
belonging to this district should be recovered on 
the most favourable terms, it must fall greatly 
short of supplying the actual necessities of this 
mission.’ 

“The stations appear to be supported now, 
partly by the contributions of each to its pastor, 
and partly by the mission fund connected with 
the district in which it is placed. Of the man- 
ner in which the cause is pleaded, some idea 
may be formed from an address on behalf of the 
London Mission Fund, dated Sept. 1, 1826, sign- 
ed by the Vicar Apostolic, which begins thus: 
* This institution was established November 13, 
1815, with the approbation of R. R., the Vicar 
Apostolic of the district, for the purpose of pro- 
viding funds for the education of pastors for the 
mission, and also to assist in the erection of 
chapels, or any work that might promote the in- 
terests of religion. It provides against the dan- 
ger of leaving the flock without pastors, a cir- 
cumstance that has already often occurred ; and | 
secures to the present and rising generation all | 
the invaluable blessings of religion in life, and 
the comforts of the minister of Christ in the hour 
of death. Each person becoming a member en- 
joys the benefit of having the holy sacrifice of- 
fered up for him the first Sunday in every month,

WALTER SCOTT’S SERMONS. 

It has for some weeks been announced, that a volume of Ser- 
mons by this writer of multiform books would soon make its 
appearance in our bookstores. From the report, we expected a 
large octavo; but we find nothing but a small duodecimo, of 79 
pages, large type, and widely spaced, and containing only two 
sermons. Our readers, who have heard much of this book-mak- 
er, and of his fiue imagination, nay be gratified to see some of 
his remarks on religious subjects. We do not mean to be un- 
derstood as implying an unqualified approbation of all the opin- 
ions in these discourses; but in the few extracts which we now 
present, we think it may be seen, that the reading of the Bible 
had made some correct impressions, on the understanding at 
least, of this highly-talented man. The sermons were written 
for a young student in theology, to show him, in the language of 
the author, “that a rational and practical discourse upon a 
particular text, was a task more easily performed, than the 
youth, in his natural anxiety, seemed disposed to believe.” 


PHARISAICAL HYPOCRISY. 

The Pharisees, a sect who placed their pride 
in the most precise observances of the law of 
Moses; who admitted the existence of a state of 
future rewards and punishments; who believed 
in the immortality of the soul, and were system- 
atically regular in divine worship and religious 
ordinances, were even more iniinical tu the Gos- 
pel than the Sadducees themselves. What star- 
tled the Atheist amid his carnal enjoyments, no 
less disturbed the hypocrite; who, in the pleni- 
tude of spiritual pride, thanked God that he had 
not made him as other men, or even as the hum- 
ble publican, who, with a contrite and broken 
heart, was laying a confession of his sins before 
an offended Deity.

have a share in the prayers offered up for them

THE BLESSED MAN. 

‘‘ He walketh not in the counsel of the ungod- 
ly ;” that is, he seeks not their society, nor joins 
with them in their modes of reasoning, adupts 
not the selfish and worldly-wise arguments, by 
which they impeach perhaps the truth and sanc- 
tity of the word of God, or enervate the energy 
of his precepts, or gloss over and apologize 
for their own neglect of religious duties. ‘Ihe 
divine may be doubtless called upon by his of- 
fice, and other men, by circumstances annexed 
to their situation in society, to hear such reason- 
ing in the mouths of skeptics and voluptuaries ; 
and it is in such cases the duty, not of the cler- 
gyman alone, but of all who are competent to the 
task, to refute and repel the sophistries of the 
profane and ungodly. This, however, is not a 
walking by their counsel, but a marching in op- 
position to them—it is a going forth against them 
in the name of the Lord God of Israel, whom 
they have defied, and at no time is the character 
of the righteous man more venerable, than when, 
with the calmness which the subject requires, and 
the gentleness which compassion for a blind- 
ed sinner ought to inspire, but without a shadow 
of fear or of doubt, he stands forth, like Elihu, 
the champion of the good cause; nor can he 
further depart from his character ( passively at 
Jeast) than when a mean and timid listener to 
doctrines, which if they shake not his owa faith, 
may corrupt that of others, he is a patient audi- 
tor of the counsel of the ungodly. 

The man is blessed who standeth not in the 
way of sinners. In the former clause of the 
verse we are prohibited to listen to the theory of 
sin; in this we are forbidden to afford counte- 
nance by presence and acquiescence to the prac- 
tice. _We are not to lay the flattering unction to 
our souls—I have been with drunkards, but I 
was not drunken—I have been with men of vio- 
lence, but I partook not in their aggressions—I 
was in the company of an evil troop, but I com- 
mitted not evil along with them. Is it then no 
evil to defile the hands that should be pure, and 
the eye should be single? Let us not permit 
the sight of guilt to familiarize our hearts to the 
practice of it; for even if we could be confident 
in our own godliness, how many may be misled 
by the apparent countenance which our presence 
has afforded! How many, even of the ungodly 
themselves, may have been strengthened in er 
ror, by supposing the guilt of their actions could 
not be so great, since a professor of righteous- 
ness continued the voluntary witness of what 
they did! Wherefore, let us beware that we 
countenance not sin by standing in the path of 
sinners. 

Nor sitteth he, whom the psalmist describes, 
in the seat of the scornful. There is a formida- 
ble mode of seduction, arising from evil commu- 
nication. It is the fear of ridicule, a fear so 
much engrafted on our nature, that many shrink

INFANT SCHOOLS. 
THE MORAL AND RELIGIOUS ADVANTAGES OF TUE 
CHILDREN. 
From Dr. Pole’s Remarks. 

It is a fact too well known to need any demon- 
strative evidence to establish it, that the children 
of the poor, in consequence of the manner of 
their being brought up, are, very often, not to 
say generally, exposed to the contagious influence, 
not only of ignorant and vicious parents, but that 
they reciprocally eorrupt each other; they asso- 
ciate in little groups, in streets and bye places; 
their propensities to evil are abundantly evinced 
ata very early age, by using bad expressions, 
which they have heard from the lips of those who 
are regardless of the examples they set before 
their rising offspring, especially in the moments 
of intoxication or anger. 

What children see and hear from persons of 
mature age, they naturally think themselves at 
liberty to use amongst their companions, and thus 
are they soon led into habits of profaning the sa- 
cred names, and of yielding to, instead of restrein- 
ing, the more turbulent passions; quarrelling en- 
sues, until their little infantile hands, which were 
formed for acts of kindness and friendship, soon 
become the instruments of strife and violence. 
This spirit of contention in the children, not un- 
frequently passes from them to the parents of the 
contending parties, who, right or wrong, in al- 
most every instance, take the side of their own 
children, against those of their neighbours’ ; thus 
deplorable auimosities are created, to the ruin of 
all harmony and good neighbourhood. Hence 
too, the poor uninstructed children imbibe dispo- 
sitions and form habits, which unfit them for 6o- 
cial intercourse in youth, as well as in riper years. 
From this root of evil will spring up luxuriant 
branches, bearing bitter and poisonous fruits, 
which render them totally unfit for those stations 
in respectable families, which, otherwise, would 
afford them a comfortable maintenance, and 
which they might fill in the esteem of their em- 
ployers, and with much credit to themselves. 

Children brought up under the lamentable dis- 
advantages before stated, can have but very de- 
fective ideas of a life superior to the wretched 
element, which, like a contaminated atmosphere, 
they have breathed from their birth, having nev-

TRACTS PREACH THE GOSPEL. 
Extract from the Jourval of a Missionary Tour, by the Rev. Me 
caiah Hill, Missionary at Bethampare. 
AT TITALYA. 
Tuesday, Dec. 5, 1826. 

After breakfast, I took under my arms a num- 
ber of ‘Tracts, and sat down ander a large tree,. 
where the people had collected to receive (ac- 
cording to my promise) the Tracts. I preached, 
or rather argued for a considerable time, when 
several cried out, ‘Send for such an one; from 
the knowledge of the Shasters, he can answer 
the Sahib;” the man came, but he could not 
succeed to their wishes, and they sent for anoth- 
er, and auoth-:r. Still, by fair argument, they 
were left, according to their Shasters, without a. 
Saviour. At length, with one consent, they ex- 
claimed, ‘‘ Sir, if we are wrong, aud have no Sa-~ 
viour, tell us where one isto be found.” They 
listened with a degree of interest to the design 
and efficacy of Christ’s death. When | had done, 
as the sun was become hot, to save time I gave 
my Tracts to be distributed by one of the most 
respectable men, who was immediately surround- 
ed by applicants. I had reserved a Gospel of 
Luke, but a man followed me and constrained 
me to give it to him, by pleading my promise om 
the past night. When he had received it, he 
took hold of my horse’s reins, and said, “ Sir, I 
will not let you depart, until I have some clue to 
the meaning of the book, otherwise it will be use- 
less to me when you are gone. Here, Sir, what 
is this, Mungal Sumacha?” Good news. ‘* What 
is this Luke?” Luke is the man’s name who 
wrote this book. ‘+ Kostrick, what is that 1” 
Written, and the whole sentence means, the Gos- 
pel written by Luke. ‘ Who was Luke?” He 
was @ man acquainted with all the Lord Jesus 
Christ did and said on earth; with the reason of 
Christ’s coming into the world, & with the manner 
of his death ; and these are the things contained 
in this book. «That. wii] do, Sir; now [ shall 
understand what I read.” I Jeft him, and prayed 
that the Lord might give him understanding i» 
all he read. 

At3 o'clock I arrived at Gutra, dined, and 
went into the bazaar, where I was surrounded by » 
an audience of Mussulmans ; but ne ——— 

uage I received here cannot be comm 
sapeat at length a venerable old Mussulmen 
came up and stilled the people, and then observ- 
ed, ‘Sir, your message it not to Mussulinans, 
but to Hindoos, who worship idols.” I replied, 
yes, to Mussuknans, for they, as well as Hindoos, 
have souls tobe saved. ‘ ‘I'rue, but Massulmans 
cannot fail to obtain heaven, for there is one God, 
and Mohammed is his prophet; besides, Sir, 
your books are all for Jindoos.

EXTRACTS OF LETTERS LATELY RECEIVED FROM 
THE REV. DR. MORRISON, 
From a Letter, dated Macao, September 13, 1827. 

During the past summer, in Macao, as at Can- 
ton last winter, | have performed public worship 
in English once every Sabbath, being very de- 
sirous to promote seligion among the professedly 
Christian population, which resides or visits here. 
A spiritual church in China would have a most 
salutary effect ou the heathen around us. May 
God in his providence, soon bring about so desir- 
able an event ! 

Leang-a-fa has been with me all the summer. 
He read great part of the Scriptures, and came 
to me daily to have explained those parts which 
he found difficult. When he retired, he wrote 
notes of what he heard. He has completed a 
paraphrastic version of the Epistle of St. Paul to 
the Romans, which is useful‘ to us, as foreign 
Missionaries, by suggesting words and phrases, 
and enabling us to judge of the correctness of 
the writer’s views, to the end, that we may con- 
firm them when right, and alter them whea 
wrong. ; 

My Pagan teacher of language went through 


the book of Psalms last winter, and through Pro- Cc 


verbs, Ecclesiastes, and St. Luke, this summer, 
making such alteratious in style, and enlargement 
of phrase, as would, to his apprehension, make 
the whole more easily understood ; but his mind 
was not prepared for it by a belief of the truth, 
and he sometimes, instead of illustrating, dis- 
torts the sense. 

I have written two octavo volumes in Chinese 
since I came down to Macao. ‘They contain an 
introduction to the reading of Holy Scripture; 
supplying such notices, chronological, historical, 
and literary, as general learning affurds: also a 
system of easy reference to book, chapter, and 
verse, whereby the great advantages of compar- 
ing Scripture with Scripture become accessible 
to the Chinese student. ‘The work contains re- 
ferences to Holy Scripture, on all the great doc- 
trines and duties of Christianity. 

Last Lord’s day, Leang-a-fa, and a young per- 
son from America, joined us in commemorating 
the death of Jesus, and shoaving it forth as the on- 
ly foundation of our hope. In a church of five 
persons, were individuals from three of the most 
distant nations of the eastern and western hem- 
ispheres. Oh! that the work of grace may dai- 
ly progress here aud elsewhere, till all nations 
shall, without exception, cal! Him blessed ! 


Extract froma letter, dated September 27. 


Leang-a-fa left me with tears on the 24th inst. 
to return to his native village, lamenting the 
want of success in converting™souls to Christ ; 
and resolving to write short tracts, and put them 
into people’s hands, as the most ptacticable me- 
ithod here of disseminating divine truth. 


Extract from another, dated Nov. 6, 1827. 

Last evening, in my rooms, a small party of 
disciples of our Lord Jesus held a meeting for 
prayer, on account of the heathen around us, 
and the kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ 
throughout the world. 

In this land of the rising-sun, we may, proba- 
bly, he considered as beginning that series of 
prayer-meetings which are kept all round the 
world on the first Monday of the month;—a 
chain-of prayer, beginning at the farthest east, 
and carried round successively as the sun pro- 
gresses, to the farthest west, in the islands of the 
Pacific Ocean, continued for twenty-four hours 
monthly.

BRITISH REFORMATION SOCIETY.

INSTANCES OF DEPLORABLE BIGOTRY. 

A royal ordinance has lately been issued in 
Saxony, which forbids (under heavy penalty) any 
Saxon, under twenty-one years of age, from 
changing his religion; and any one secretly pro- 
feasing a new faith, is to pay a large fine, and to 
de deprived of all his civil rights. 

‘The Bishop of Basle, in a letter to his clergy, 
expressed his profound grief, that “the versions 
«of .the New-Testament,” which are forbidden by 
the Holy See, and “the Heures Edifiantes,” are 
circulated; as ‘they metamorphose the good 
Catholics into “ a jumble of Biblical Christians, 
with nothing but their conscience, and the Holy 
Scriptures, so called, for their guide.” The cler- 
gy are exhorted te destroy these pernicious 
hooks, and to permit the faithful to read no werk 
which is not allowed by the Pope.

FRENCH PROTESTANTS AND JESUITS. 
The Charter acknowledges no exclusive ec- 


partmentsy and, in various instances, the Mayors | 
and other authorities of provincial towns, acting, 
it would seem, under the influence of the Jesuit 
Missionaries, have endeavoured to restrict those 
privileges, —either shutting up, or preventing 
the opening of, Protestant Chapels. A flagrant 
case of this sort, at Saint Consorce, near Lyons, 
called forth a letter addressed by the Protestant 
Consistory of that place to their brethren through- 
out France, warning them of the common dan- 
ger, and showing them the importance of claim- 
ing as a right, and not as a boon, the privileges 
secured to them by the Charter. A termination 
has been put, we hope in perpetuity, to this mis- 
erable system of provincial bigotry and despot- 
ism, by the justice and sound policy of the Gov- 
ernment, in rescinding all such arbitrary local 
decisions, and directing that the provisions of 
the Charter should every where be carried into 
full effect. It is pleasi~g to add, that the influ- 
ence of true piety is steadily, we would hope ra- 
pidly, upon the increase among the Protestants 
of France. Arianism, indeed, has still its strong 
holds ; but the genuine doctrines of the Bible are 
fully thinning the ranks of its defenders.— 
istian Observer. 





NUMBER OF THE CATHOLIC CLERGY OF FRANCE. 

In the list there are 5 Cardinals, and 20 Pre- 
lates, promoted to the Peerage, 4 who are mem- 
bers of the King’s Privy Council, 14 Archbi- 
shops, 66 Bishops, 468 Vicars-General, 684 tit- 
ular Canons, 1,788 honorary Canons, and 36,649 
parish and other priests, in activity. The total 
number of priests of the Gallican Church amounts 
to 52,457, or, (according to the population of 
France exclusive of Protestants) is in the pro- 
portion of one pastor to every 550 souls. ‘The 
number of pupils attending the different Episco- 
pal seminaries, as candidates for Orders, amounts 
to 44,2944. Of nuns we find an estimate of 19,- 
340, distributed, under different denominations, 
over 3,024 establishments. ‘The whole sum al- 
lotted for the support of the ecclesiastical estab- 
lishment in the national accounts does not 
amount to 34,000,000 of francs, or about 
.£1,300,000; and probably the additional allow- 
ance made them by the councils-general of de- 
partments would not raise the income of the 
church to £2,000,000 sterling a year.

CORPORATION AND TEST ACTS. 
The bill for the repeal of these Acts having passed the House 

of Commous, and the House of Lords, aud also received the ap- 
proving signature of the King, the eveut may be considered as 
a most signal interposition of Providence, to be wisely improved 
by the friends of religious liberty. Upon this subject an Ea- 
glish Magazine thus remarks :— 

In common with our readers, and we believe 


.| with almost the whole of the dissenting public, 


we cannot fail expressing our surprise and plea- 
sure at the astonishing turn, amounting almost 
to a supernatural conversion, which has been ef- 
fected among the high authorities of the State on 
this important subject. ‘The tide appears com- 
pletely turned; aud to set in on the side of liber- 
jality and concession to such a degree, that, 
ithough we see no prospect of it at present, there 
may be a danger of its running astray into the 
opposite extreme. What may well surprize eve- 
ty body is the tone of feeling expressed by al- 
most the whole bench of Bishops; who now, for 
the first time since the enactment of those impi- 
ous statutes, begin to perceive that the holy sa- 
crament has been perverted to an improper use 
by making it ‘a key to office—a picklock toa 
place ;” just as if some new light had suddenly 
burst upon them, or an angel from heaven had 
made them some new revelation. This-change 
in the order of things, is no doubt to be attribut- 
ed in an especial degree, to the wonderful ad- 
vances which have been made and are daily 
making in public opinion. ‘The most inviolable 
security that can be devised for the preservation 
of truth is a more extensive diffusion of it among 
the mass of the people—committing it, under 
God, to the custody of an enlightened public. 
|Prom them it will work its way to the higher 
jtanks in life; whom it will in the first place en- 
lighten, and in the next reform. And who does 
hot perceive the harmony of such an operation 
with what took place in the pure and pristine 
days of Christianity upon earth? ‘ Ye see your 
calling, brethren, that not many wise men after 
the flesh,” &c. 

Another English journal thus remarks :— 

We look upon this measure with exultation, 
not as a party triumph, not as the means of in- 
troducing Dissenters much more generally than 
at present into offices of power and emolument, 
but as a great public recognition of the princi- 
ples of religious liberty. It is a forward step in 
the march of enlightened opinions. It is a point 
nvade good in the contest against intolerance and 
bigotry. It is virtually a declaration that relig- 
ious opinions ought to be no ground for civil dis- 
abilities. Here the friends of liberty may plant 
their foot, after struggling for this bit of ground 
since the days of Milton and Locke. Here pub- 
lic opinion, nay, even official and corporate opin- 
ion, will in future rest, ason an universally ad- 
mitted principle of justice and policy. History 
and philosophy will mark this as an important 
era in the annals of mankind.

It was then proposed that they should 
compare it with the original: this they did, and 
the result was, the true translation was justified, 
and the exposition confirmed. ‘The old man then 
became more uneasy, butat length took refuge in 
the commentary of Rashi. After a critical ex- 
amination, however, of the chapter, the ill-ground- 
ed explanation of Rashi, contributed only to con- 
firm the old man in our view of the chapter, and 
he pronounced Rashi’s explanation to be wrong. 

We have great reason for gratitude to Almighty 
God, for the success which we have had with the 
Jews here. In no place have we found them.so 
disposed to hear us. We may hope, assuredly, 
that the knowledge of the Lord their Redeemer 
is approaching them.

RELIGIOUS STATE OF GREECE. 
The Rev. John Hartley, missionary of the Church Missionary 
Society, under date of Nov. 2, 1827, writes as follows : 

On arriving at Syra [an island in the Grecian 
Archipelago] I had the pleasure of meeting my 
valued friend, the Rev. Josiah Brewer, one of the 
American missionaries, and in his company made 
the remainder of the tour. We visited the 
islands of Myconi, Tino, Delos, Syra (a second 
time,) and Hydra; and afterward landed at Na- 
poli di Romania, and thence proceeded by land 
to Argos and Corinth. We then crossed the 
Isthmus to Cenchrea, and, at length, arrived at 








Egina. 

We have established depots for the sale of the 
Scriptures in almost’ every place of importance 
which we have visited ; and are glad to find that 
there is an encouraging demand fur them. 

Such a revolution of mind has been keeping 
pace in Greece with political changes, that in the 
event may produce consequences of iucalcula- 
ble importance. I donot believe myself exagge- 
rating when I say, that by far the greater propor- 
tion of thinking men are no longer believers in | 
the dogmas and inventions of men: every where 
I hear them speaking of a Reformation of Reli- 
gion ; and such a thirst for information is afloat, 
and such a free spirit of examination, that we 
cannot but hope fur the most beneficial results. 

The important public events which are taking 
place in this quarter will universally attract the 
attention of politicians; but they will, I trust, 
much more call forth the prayers and exertions of 
Christians.. This is a crisis, on which the reli- 
gious, no less than the political state of the East, 
for ages, may depend. And while we rejoice to 
hear of the yoke of thé oppressor broken aud of 
the captive freed, in a sense which is but limited 
and earthly, shall we not be much more solicitous, 
that that freedom may be imparted to the people 
of.Greece which no tyrant can ever violate, nor 
any period of time ever bring to a termination ? 
How many will exult to find the classical recol- 
lections of Sphacteria and ancient Pylos associa- 
ted with the brilliant achievements of the British 
Navy! 

On the 10th of January he adds—Things are 
very encouraging in Greece, though difficulties 
may be foreseen. “To-day a Greek Ecclesiastic 
has been with me, who appears deeply concern- 
ed for his salvation.

Jonas King, is already on his way to Greece— 
richly furnished with Bibles and Tracts, and above 
all, with an ardent desire to benefit the people to 
whom he is sent.

These interesting services I have sometimes at- 
tended. I have heard them sing; I have seen

THOUGHTS ON REVIVAL ACCOUNTS. 

It has often been remarked, that the accounts of 
Revivals of Religion, which have been published 
as having taken place in our United States, 
have in England been the occasion of much sur- 
prise, and occasionally, perhaps, have been hardly 
credited. As vital piety in its commencement and 
progress, is undoubtedly the same in its essential 
characteristics in all countries, to what can this 
surprise be attributed? We are not disposed to 
deny, rather would we speak of it to the praise of 
sovereign grace, that our country has been happily 
signalized by remarkable effusions of the Holy Spi- 
rit. New-England has been greatiy distinguished 
in this respect for many years. In 1740, when 
Whitefield, Tennent and others preached in differ- 
ent places, with a zeal and a heavenly unction 
rarely equalled, a peculiar testimony was given to 
the spirit and manner of their preaching, in the 
conversion of great numbers. Many of these, by 
long lives of consistent piety, evidenced the reality 
and holy nature of their change of views and feel- 
ings. Probably similar effects in England follow- 
ed the labours of Whitefield and of Wesley. But 
no doubt our country has been, perhaps more than 
any other since its settlement, the seat of great 
Revivals. 

There is, probably, one circumstance, which may 
go far in accounting for the surprise of our trans- 
atlantic brethren. ‘This is a fault, prevailing too 
extensively amongst our different denominations. 
We refer to the style and manner in which the ac- 
counts of our Revivals are sometimes written and 
published. They are too often introduced with a 
bombast and a display of unreasonably figurative 
language; language which we are occasionally 
pained in hearing from some who lead in public 
and social prayer, and which too often chills our 
devotions, when we would unite in solemn suppli- 
cations and praises to the Lord. The colouring 
which this may give to the whole narrative, is un- 
favourable tothe mind of a discerning reader. He 
may become so prejudiced as to read the plain facts 
which may follow with an unjustifiable infidelity, 
and thus a salutary effect on his feelings and his 
opinions may be destroyed.

If, after reading one of these 
ill-constructed accounts, we should visit the seat of 
these narrated displays of grace, but should diseor- 
er little or no traces of the moral change; or if we 
should have been told of one or two individuals, 
who had been considered as brands plucked out of 
the fire, and should find them fallen from their zeal 
and engagedness, and hardly to be distinguished 
from the sordid worldling,—for the external marks 
of grace are not always so visible as many may 
imagine,—would not the effect be bad, both as it 
respected us, and all who had the same raised ex- 
pectations as ourselves?

Official accounts of an expected event have 
arrived at last.—RUSSIA DECLARED WAR 
AGAINST TURKEY on the 26th of April. Al- 
though it repeats grievances before known, and re- 
iterates former charges made against the Turk, it 
contains some new features.—It makes no mention 
of any precautionary occupation of the Turkish 
Principalities for the purpose of facilitating Peace, 
but declares war against the Porte in so many words; 
and concludes with the assertion—That the Empe- 
ror will not lay down his arms till he has obtained 
the results stated in the declaration; which in brief, 
are, That Turkey shall pay ail the expenses of the 
war, and remunerate all the losses sustained by Rus- 
sian subjects; shall comply with the conditions of 
former treaties; and grant the inviolable freedom of 
the commerce of the Black Sea, and the free passage 
of the Bosphorus. At the same time, it declares 
that Russia is very far from entertaining any plans 
of ambition; and that, although at war with the 
Porte, she will not depart from the stipulations of 
the Convention (of London) of 6th July last, and 
expresses a confidence that her Allies will not con- 
demn her to sacrifice her earlier important rights, 
to endure decided offences, and to demand no in- 
demnity for the most sensible injuries; and repeats 
that they will always find Russia ready to act with 
them in the full execution of the treaty of London, 
but not to make any change in its nature and effects. 
Thus far the declaration, 

No authentic information of the actual invasion 
of Turkey had been received; but it was reported 
to have taken place about the 27th April. It was 
also stated, that while one Russian corps d’armee 
was to pass the Pruth into Moldavia, another was 
to pass the Danube into Bulgaria, in Europe, and a 
third to advance from the east through ‘Turkomania 
and Natolia, in Asia, towards the Turkish capital. 
This arrangement may possibly be the invention of 
newsmongers; but if correct, has a threatning as-
